Will Run Busses on Five-Minute 
Schedule on October 1. 

The Montgomery Bus Com- 
pany commenced to operate its 
busses on Lancaster avenue four 
years ago at intervals of one hour. 
Now it is running its busses dur- 
1 ing a portion of the day at inter- 
vals of 10 minutes. 

On September 15 the company 
will inaugurate a seven-and-one- 
half-minute service and com- 
mencing October 1, a five-minute 
service. If the public will support 
this service a lower fare may be 
fixed. 

The company hopes to be able 
to give Gladwyne half hour serv- 
ice by next spring.

New Buildings and Streets 

Occupied Councilmen Monday 



A committee of citizens from 
Homewood avenue were on hand to 
protest what they felt was an un- 
necessary discrimination against 
their thoroughfare. The main point 
at issue was the legality of a fence 
erected across the road at the end 
of the present paved street. 

As at present developed, Home- 
wood avenue extends from Sabine 
avenue to within a short distance 
of Wynndale road. It is built up 
with houses constructed recently by 
William T. Harris, well remember- 
ed for dozens of homes of a fam- 
iliar type constructed some years 
past. 

A temporary paving is now on the 
street, and the property owners have 
petitioned to have the occupied part 
of the road included in the paving 
program now under way. In pre- 
senting the petition the question of 
the dead end came up. 

Mr. John R. Hall, spokesman for 
the committee of citizens, declared 
that until recently there was an un- 
paved lane running from the pres- 
ent end of Homewood avenue to 
Wynndale road, but that "no tres- 
passing" signs had been erected and 
a fence placed across the street. 
The blocking, he believed, was done 
by Mr. R. J. Nash, who is listed as 
owner of the property. 

Mr. Hall was armed with a copy 
of a borough ordinance calling for 
the placing of sidewalks, curbs and 
gutters in the contested area. He 
stated that the Homewood avenue 
residents had been called the ''riff- 
raff" of Narberth by other sections 
of Narberth and indignantly im- 
plied that Council felt likewise, and 
was discriminating against the resi- 
dents of that section. 

President Hall replied with an 
explanation of the ordinance, 
showing that it was an enabling 
act, with a blanket definition of the 
streets, so that paving would not 
be held up if in some future time 
petitions were presented for the 
paving of that part of the street. 
After reviewing Council's policy 
with regard to street paving, he 
delivered a biting lecture on the 
subject of citizens who enjoy ac- 
cusing the governing body of dis- 
crimination. 

The question of the annoying 
fence was not solved. Borough 
Solicitor Stites will be asked to 
give a legal opinion on the right of 

Problems connected with building 
and street paving occupied much of 
Council's time at the regular meet- 
ing Monday night, 
the owner to block off the street, 
which is on the- borough map. If 
he declares it illegal the fence will 
be removed. 

Against Store Extension. 

The Councilmen discussed at 
some length an application made 
to the building inspector for a per- 
mit to alter several stores. The 
plans were presented by Hyman 
Ricklin, owner of the first two 
stores on Haverford avenue east 
of Essex. 

Mr. Ricklin has discovered that 
the legal building line (10 feet 
from the curb) lies some distance 
in front of the present store line. 
He is anxious to utilize this space 
and showed plans to extend the 
buildings a distance of from 6 to 8 
feet out onto the present pave- 
ment. 

It was stated at the meeting that 
John A. Caldwell, owner of the 
building now occupied by the Mer- 
ion Title & Trust Company, had 
refused to join in with the plan to 
stretch the fronts of the stores. 
The operation, therefore, would 
cause the corner stores to project 
a considerable distance Beyond 
others in that section, would take 
away a large part of the pavement, 
and would render that corner still 
more dangerous to traffic. 

Formal action was held over 
until the next meeting, but it was 
decided to make an informal ap- 
peal to the owner to maintain the 
present line, which has stood for 
generations. 

The editor was the target ot 
many caustic remarks by Council- 
men for permitting residents of 
Woodside avenue to break loose in 
print concerning the impatience 
over the slow progress of the work 
being done on that thoroughfare. 
The lack of speed, they declared, 
was due to an effort to economize 



on the job by using borough work- 
men. 

Nevertheless, Street Commis- 
sioner Suplee was authorized to 
employ extra workmen to expedite 
the work — if he can get them. In 
the meantime the laying of the 
pipes is progressing and the 
Wynnewood avenue detour will 
be lifted today. 

A delicate question of finances 
and diplomacy arose when the 
question came up on the deposi- 
tion of the proceeds from the sale 
of the Road Improvement Bonds. 
Councilman Redifer presented a 
resolution to make the Narberth 
National Bank the depository for 
the $75,000. 

Imediately Mr. Leitch entered a 
vigorous protest, backed up by 
Borough Secretary Charles V. 
Noel. It was declared to be both 
unfair and bad banking practice. 
It was pointed out that the Merion 
Title & Trust Company had been 
financing the borough for years, 
that at the present time it was 
holding loans amounting to $40,- 
000, and had never required the 
usual bank balance to run with the 
loans. 
Narberth 3 10x13 Day B 

It was therefore felt an injustice 
to deposit money in one institution 
and borrow from the other. Coun- 
cilman Hugh W. Brown, who is 
president of the new bank, gathered 
from the remarks a threat that the 
Trust Company would close out the 
loans if the deposits were made else- 
where. He stated that the new 
bank would take over the loans the 
following day and finance the bor- 
ough. 

Nevertheless, the arguments of 
Messrs. Leitch and Noel prevailed. 
Councilmen Brown and Redifer 
voted for the resolution, Henderson, 
Leitch and Wentz against, Griswold 
not voting. 

A new resolution, substituting the 
name of the Merion Title and Trust 
Company received the favorable 
votes of Messrs. Leitch, Henderson, 
Wentz and Brown, the negative 
vote of Mr. Redifer and no vote 
from Mr. Griswold. 

The much-discussed amendmen| 
to the building code, banishing 
wooden shingles, was again held 
over for consideration. 

Plans for a community building 
on the Playground . for the Girl 
Scouts, Library and American 
Legion were informally discussed. 
The project has been under discus- 
sion for many months under the 
direction of the Y. M. C. A. fund 
trustees, but definite action has not 
yet been taken.

WGEK ON WIDENING OF 
LINCOLN HIGHWAY BEGUN 

Forty-Foot Roadway Will Be Com- 
pleted by October 1. 

The first actual steps to widen 
the Lincoln Highway, known 
through its course in Lower Mer- 
ion as Lancaster avenue, were 
taken Wednesday. Gangs of men 
from the Ambler Davis Construc- 
tion Co., which was awarded the 
job by the State, recently ap- 
peared and began work. 

Original plans by the State 
Highway Department called for 
the widening of the highway to a 
width of 50 feet but these were 
abandoned after vigorous protests 
from Montgomery county officials 
who feared the county finances 
would be overtaxed by heavy 
costs that would be brought on by 
property condemnation. 

The present widening is sched- 
uled to be completed by October 
1. 

' Frank Floyd, chairman of the 
Lower Merion Highway Com- 
mittee, accompanied by J. S. G. 
Dunne, road engineer, went to 
Harrisburg on Monday and 
visited the State Highway De- 
partment, relative to the pro- 
posed widening of Lancaster 
avenue. They were informed 
the avenue would have a road- 
way 40 feet wide from curb to 
curb, from City Line to the 
Pennsylvania Railroad bridge at 
Devon. 

• This will not necessitate much 
of a change in Ardmore, where 
the roadway is now 42 feet wide. 
In Haverford, where roadway is 
now only 32 feet, many large 
shade trees will have to be re- 
moved in order to secure a 40- 
foot roadway. The contract for 
widening the avenue has , been 
awarded to Ambler and Davis 
Company.

Early Thursday morning burglars 
entered the home of Frank H. Hew- 
itt, 116 Essex avenue, leaving with 
$6, a watch, chain and silver match 
box. The burglary was not dis- 
covered until several hours later.

The resignation of two teachers 
of the Lower Merion School sys- 
tem staff, one of them Herbert 
Grigson, athletic director of the high 
school, and the appointment of a 
number of new instructors for the 
coming year, were announced by 
Superintendent S. E. Downs at the 
July meeting of the Board of Edu- 
cation held at the high school build- 
ing in Ardmore last week. 

During his report Mr. Downs in- 
formed the board that the new Mer- 
ion School on Bowman avenue, 
Merion, would be ready for occu- 
pation on October 1. 

Its completion, he said, would 
necessitate a number of changes 
which would effect Cynwyd, Ard- 
more and Merion pupils. Because 
of indications of a heavy enroll- 
ment in the Ardmore School, Mr. 
Downs recommended that children 
above the first two grades from 
Owen road east to be sent to the 
Cynwyd School to take the place 
of Merion children who would 
move into the new building. 

At the meeting of the board the 
Lower Merion football schedule 
for 1925 was announced, the sum- 
mer school system was outlined and 
the annual election of secretary and 
treasurer was held. William J. 
Byrnes, Jr., was re-elected secretary 
and Mr. Burlingame was made 
treasurer. Mr. Burlingame suc- 
ceeds Mr. Thomas Corson Yocum, 
of Cynwyd. Mrs. Sellers was also 
nominated but declined to run. 

In his communication to the 
board superintendent Downs said: 
<- ."Since the last report Miriam E. 
Martin, a graduate of Miss Illman's 
School, with four years of teaching 
•experience in Galion, and Miss 
Kathryn Clemmer, a graduate of a 
normal school in Minneapolis, 
Minn., with four years of teaching 
experience in Wisconsin and in Wil- 
mington, Del., have been engaged. 
Miss Emily Brenner and Mr. Her- 
bert Grigson have tendered their 
resignations. Miss Brenner expects 
to be married and Mr. Grigson 
wishes to accept a position in Phila- 
delphia. 

"Owing to the fact that there are 
still a number of vacancies and to 
the uncertainty of the total enroll- 
ment by schools prior to the com- 
pletion of the census, we have not 
yet compiled in full the assignments 
of teachers for next year, but copies 
of these with lists of the additional 
new teachers will be sent to the 
board during the summer. Follow- 
ing is the list of the new teachers 
selected to date:

PERENNIALS 

"All gardening means looking for- 
ward, imagining what is not, and at 
the end of January the first real sign 
of Autumn planting shows itself." — 
Maria T. Earl. 

Maria was probably a few weeks 
early for Eastern Pennsylvania 
but she said a lot when she said 
that the real gardener is one who 
has imagination ; we might add 
chat a bit of patience is one of the 
jrime requisites. 

The inspiration for this wek's 
column was obtained from a plant 
of long spurred columbine, or 
aquilegia, that has been blooming 
since late May. Of course it is not 
full of bloom at this time but a 
few flowers remain — and a num- 
ber of seed pods. 

The seed pods suggest some- 
thing. When is the best time to 
sow seeds of hardy plants? When 
they are ripe and fresh. 

The aquilegia seeds are ripe and 
fresh and will be sown at once. 
This will give them a good start 
and nice husky little plants will be 
ready to set out in late September. 
They may bloom in the spring but 
we are sure to have flowers the 
following spring. Aquilegia and 
Dianthus Barbatus, or Sweet Wil- 
liam, are both better handled as 
biennials, raising new plants from 
seed every year for bloom two 
years later. The old plants usually 
deterioriate because they are al- 
lowed to go to seed. 

As most of the perennial bloom 
in May and June the seed are ripe 
and ready to sow during July and 
August so that if we want plants 
to bloom next year, and for many 
years, we will get the seeds start- 
ed as promptly as possible. 

First we will clean out the spent 
hot bed or a cold frame and see 
that the soil is just right to be 
open and friable, and fine, and has 
sufficient moisture-holding ma- 
terial in its make-up. The perfect 
mixture would be one quarter 
good garden loam, one quarter 
fine sharp sand and one-half old 
leaf soil, trade mark humus or peat 
moss. This must be all thor- 
oughly mixed and made fine, 
screening is better. 

Leaf soil directly from the 
woods is apt to bring weed seeds, 
insects or fungus diseases so that 
the humus is safer. 

While the frame may be in a 
sunny place, it is not necessary, or 
even good to try to germinate 
seeds in full sun. The seed bed 
must be kept shaded and moist. 
Direct sun dries it out too quick- 
ly, so that we will employ the 
lathe cover and, until the seeds 
germinate we will keep a piece of 
burlap over the laths. 

When the seeds break through 
leave off the burlap but leave on 
the lath cover to keep out half the 
sun and do not let the little seed- 
lings dry out for one minute. 

This is only part of the work 
because the plants will be too 
crowded in the seed bed and will 
have to be moved out later and 
spaced a few inches apart so that 
they can grow on and get big 
enough to plant into their perma- 
nent places in late September. A 
spare frame is the best place in 
which to grow them on, easier to 
weed, easier to water and better 
protected from animals and other 
garden pests.

YOUR PETS AND MINE 



practice among dog fanciers to 
"worm" puppies when they are 
about five "weeks old and again 
when they are about three months 
old. However, the promiscuous 
"worming" of dogs is not to be 
encouraged. Proper treatment 
varies according to the kind of 
worm to be expelled. Before any 
treatment is administered a defi- 
nite knowledge of the variety of 
the worms, which are causing the 
trouble, should be had. The treat- 
ment should be carefully planned 
and carried out exactly as directed. 
An infestation' of worms, suf- 
ficiently serious to be given atten- 
tion, will cause the animal to be- 
come sluggish; it may vomit and 
lose flesh. The abdomen may ap- 
pear enlarged. Diarrhoea is fre- 
quently a symptom and may be 
alternated with constipation. If 
the parasites are present in great 
numbers, or for a long time, they 
may set up sufficient irritation to 
cause convulsions. The appetite 
is fickle and the coat becomes dry 
and harsh.

INTESTINAL PARASITES 
(WORMS) 

A Southern gentleman's slum- 
bers were disturbed one night by 
the mournful howls of an old 
hound dog which belonged to the 
house-servant, Uncle Mose. Next 
morning the gentleman 'took 
Mose to task for having a dog that 
didn't know any better than to dis- 
turb white folks' rest by baying at 
the moon. Wishing to straighten 
matters out for his good friend, 
Mose replied, "Shuck, Masser Jim, 
dat ol' dog has too much sense to 
waste time abarkin' at de moon 
but he am a trifle lazy, sure 'nuf. 
You see he done got de hook- 
worm and las' night he sat down 
on a chestnut burr and was too 
cussed lazy to get off." 

Pretty good joke, isn't it? The 
idea of being too lazy to get off a 
chestnut burr — and imagine a dog 
having hook worm ! 

Well, this matter of dogs hav- 
ing hook worm, and many other 
kinds of worms, isn't any joke at 
all. Ninety per cent, of all dogs 
in the South have hook worms and 
many dogs in the Northern States 
have also been found to be infest- 
ed. Practically all young dogs 
harbor one or more kinds of worms 
and many of the ills of puppies 
are traceable to their presence. 

Few worms develop in any 
great numbers, or remain for any 
"great length of time, in the stom- 
ach of the dog because of its high 
acidity. On the other hand, the 
intestinal tract of the dog offers 
an unusually 'favorable location 
for the development of worms. 
The length of the intestines, the 
presence of an abundance of fluid, 
the very slow intestinal motion 
and the character of the food eaten 
by dogs, particularly puppies, are 
all especially favorable to the 
dog's worst enemy. 

There are four distinct species 
of worms which infest dogs. The 
one most frequently encountered 
is commonly called the round 
worm. The tape worm is quite 
frequently the cause of .trouble as 
is also the hook, worm, as pre- 
viously indicated.
